composed of speeches 
made by 
members outside

congress, have been 
mailed 
at 
Philadelphia. 
W hether this was 
to

examination 
by

vigilant 
Washington 
au­ 
thorities is a m atter of specula­ 
tion. 
The proposal that each member 
of congress be allowed a specifi­ 
ed sum for 
postage 
has 
been 
made, but it has met 
with litr 
tie favor. The reason why mem­ 
bers are opposed to it is not diffi­ 
cult to surmise. That some limit 
should be placed on the amount 
of franked mail sent out by con­ 
gressmen must be 
admitted 
by 
all disinterested 
persons. 
The 
abuse of the franking privilege is 
one of the chief 
causes 
of the 
great deficit in the postoffice de­ 
partment. Now that the country 
is 
embarking on 
new govern­ 
mental enterprises, it might be 
well to correct this abuse before 
It is extended to 
the new ven­ 
tures. 
While 
some members of 
congress 
abuse 
their 
special 
privilege more than others, there 
having been 
cases 
where even 
typewriters were 
sent 
through, 
the 
mails 
under 
congressional 
frank, practically all 
have used 
the mails more freely than they

were fixed by 
law.
